Tbe men fell like so many theep and the 
excitement since has been to intense 
that co accurate figures of the dead and 
wounded can be obtained. Keports run 
from IS to JO-odd killed and 40 or more 
wounded. One man counted 13 corpses, 
Four other bodies lie in the mountains 
between Latimer and Harleigh. Those 
who were not Injured carried their dead 
and wounded friends into the woods 
and estimate Is baffled.

Some one struck the sheriff, atd the 


rest moment there wis a command to 
the deputies to fire. The guns cf the 
deputies instantly belched forth a ter- 
rible volley. The report seemed to shake 
the very mountains and a cry of disrasy 
went up from the people. The strikers 
were taken entirely by surprise, and si 
the men toppled and fell over eachother 
those who remained unhurt stampeded. 
The men went down before the storm cf 
bullets like ten pins and the groans of 
the dying and wounded filled the air. 
Tie excitement that followed was lim- 
ply indescribable. 


Striker* \Ylthont Weapon*. 


One of the strikers, tn his dying state- 


ment st the hospital, taid that then 
were no weapons of any kind among 
the marchers, for before leaving Har- 
wood on the tramp across the moan- 
tain a meeting was held and resolu- 
tions passed forbidding any person to 
carry weapons.
